WASHINGTON—Establishment of a new sauid | 


record for fuel economy—an incredible 1,368 miles 
per gallon achieved in the Shell Motor Mileage 
Marathon by a special three-wheel vehicle with 90cc 
engine—has touched off a stampede among car 
manufacturers and tinkerers to drastically increase 
the gas mileage of cars.

For months | have been 
amazed at Piper’s commentary 
on Georgia Championship 
Wrestling. \n stark contrast to 
host’ Gordon Solie’s studied 
expertise of the sport, the 


nickname of “Hyper” Piper 
seems well earned. 
The content of Piper's 


emotion-charged analyses is 
equally amazing. Though Piper 
often boasts about his close 
friendship to manager Gary Hart 
and The Great Kabuki, he is as 
quick to commend wrestlers 


such as Tommy Rich or Ray 
Stevens for a_ well-executed 
maneuver as he would be quick 
to compliment a Stan Hansen or 
a Masked Superstar. 

When | first walked on to the 
set of Georgia Championship 
Wrestling, | was somewhat 
awestruck. Here was everything 
| had seen on television each 
and every weekend for months, 
except for the fact that there was 
nobody in the ring, and the seats 


- that are normally filled with 


excited fans were totally vacant. 
Awe-inspiring, but eerie as well. 


| walked around for a few 
minutes, looking at the cameras 
covered by canvas, awaiting the 
technicians who bring them to 
life each week. | looked at the 
ring, site of dozens of classic 
confrontations. 

Then there was the podium, 
cornerstone of the Georgia 
Championship Wrestling broad- 
casts. Gordon Solie and Roddy 
Piper provide commentary from 
this very spot, conduct 
interviews with everyone from 
Dusty Rhodes to Super 
Destroyer, and occasionally get 
caught up in the middle of an on- 
the-spot confrontation. 

| looked around, attempting to 
let the entire scene sink inwhen 
the sound of footsteps startled 
me. Roddy Piper walked on to the 
set and introduced himself. 

“This is it,” he said in a voice 
that was unnervingly sedate, 
“this is the spot from which 
comes the greatest wrestling 
program in the world today.

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Q: You've certainly eliminated 
your share of contenders 
lately. 

A: That’s exactly right. In fact, I 
think I’m even running out of 
challengers for my title.

I’ve 
beaten Ayatollah Sheik 
Kaissie, Billy Robinson, Tito 
Santana, Hulk Hogan... you 
name them, I’ve beaten them. 
My title is secure. There 
simply isn’t any competition 
for me to defend my title 
against. I'll tell you, in some 


of these so-called “title” 
matches, I don’t even break 
a sweat! 


Q: That brings me to something 
else I want to ask you about. 
A lot of people, and this goes 
far beyond editorials and 
stories in our own magazine, 
are critical of you and Bobby 
Heenan for allegedly paying 
off referees and officials as a 
way to keep your title intact. 
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Bockwinkel, who often says he has no use 
for people who lack intelligence, 
acknowledges the man who devises his 
championship strategy, Bobby “The 
Brain” Heenan (above). Bockwinkel has 
defended his title against Billy Robinson 
(below) and all the other formidable AWA 
contenders. He now looks for 
further challenges. 


A: 


This is an out and out lie, 
perpetuated by jealous wres- 
tlers who themselves would 
pay any price they could in 
order to gain my AWA 
championship belt. I want to 
state categorically, and for the 
permanent record, that I have 
never paid off any referee or 
official in order to assure a 
victory or reverse any kind of 
decision in any match that I 
have been involved in. I never 
have, I never will, and I never 
need to. I rely purely on my 
own skills and abilities in my 


championship defenses, un- 


like other so-called cham- 
pions in this sport. 

What about your match with 
Hulk Hogan? 

What about it? 

Well, as reported in last 
month’s issue (Inside Wres- 


‘ tling, July 1982), you had a 


title defense against Hogan, 
and the disqualification rule 
was supposedly waived in that 
match. In other words, if you 


managed to get yourself dis- 
qualified, and Hogan won the 
match, he would have kept the 
belt. Hogan won the match 
when your manager ran into 
the ring and got you dis- 
qualified. Yet you retained the 
title. That smells fishy to me. 
Look, Peter, if you will bother 
to read the articles that are 
printed in your own magazine 
you will realize that the entire 
incident which you are 
referring to was the result of 
pure stupidity on the part of 
the promoter. It’s that simple. 
AWA rules and regulations 
state that the disqualification 
rule you speak of cannot be 
waived under any circum- 
stances whatsoever. The 
promoter was too blind to 
read the rules in black and 
white, so a lot of fans came to 
the match under false 
pretenses. That itself is a 
situation which I-deplore, but 
it gave Hulk Hogana thrill for 
a few minutes, so I suppose it 
wasn’t a total loss.

OMETIMES MY IMAGI- 

NATION runs away with me. 
Here’s the scenario I’ve come 
up with: 

It’s early springtime. I’m sitting 
in front of my television with a 
glass of Scotch and a headache 
from all of the babble that’s been 
coming out of the set. I usually 
don’t bother watching the 
Academy Awards show, but this 
year it’s different; someone I know 
has been nominated. 

Paul Williams, that midget 
songwriter who can’t write songs, 
and Pia Zadora, the actress who 
can’t act, are announcing the 
nominees for Best Supporting 
Actor. Pia opens the envelope and 
announces the winner. 


Williams turns to his left and 
finds himself staring face to face, as 
it were, with a giant kneecap. I just 
take another slug of grain and 
smile; Andre the Giant has made it 
to the big time. 

Pia stands there looking into the 
air like a country rube who is 
seeing the Empire State Building 
for the first time. Andre takes the 
Oscar and it disappears into his 
giant hand. His acceptance speech 


consists of two words: “Thanks,- 


boss.” 

Like I said, sometimes my 
imagination runs away with me, 
but the really strange part about it 
all is that pretty soon this might not 
be very far from reality. 

Some of you readers who check 
into Pro Wrestling Illustrated once 
in a while may have seen a recent 
piece | did on Gino Hernandez. If 
so, you already know that my 
opinion of wrestlers who go 
Hollywood is not particularly 
high. This is a tough stance to 
justify in the case of Andre, 


because he’s done so much for 
professional wrestling over the 
years that it’s hard to fault 
the man. 

Look at what’s going on though: 
Andre’s turning his attention more 
toward acting than wrestling. First 
he shows up on the ABC television 
series The Fall Guy with the six 
million dollar maniac Lee Majors. 
Then he’s featured in one of the 
largest profiles ever printed by 
Sports Illustrated magazine. 

Now, according to officials of 
Sports Illustrated . Enterprises, 
Andre the Giant is going to be 
featured on one of the first of a 
series of hour-long sports specials 
for television to be aired soon. 

Again, just as in the case of Gino 
Hernandez, I have to say that this 
is not a good thing. Sure, the 
publicity that Andre will bring to 
wrestling is going to be nice, and 
everyone will like seeing the big 
man on television, and I suppose 
even I enjoyed that magazine

HERE IS NO place in the 

world more quiet than an 
arena before the people arrive. 
Nothing is heard. It’s like 
walking in a bubble, roaming 
through some silent dream. 

Before his match against 
Blackjack Mulligan, Bob 
Backlund walked through the 
Meadowlands Arena. This is the 
newest, largest arena in New 
Jersey. In the years to come, it 
will surely be the site of some of 
wrestling’s greatest battles. 
Already, it has been the site of 
one of the strangest jinxes in the 
sport's history. It was this jinx 
that brought Backlund to the 
arena So early. 

Bob sat in a seat near the top 
of the arena and stared out over 
the expanse. In several hours, 
the place would be filled with 
screaming fans. They would 
come to see him defend his 
WWF title against Blackjack 
Mulligan. They would also come 
to see if he could turn back the 
challenge of the arena. 

The fact of the matter is that 
Backlund has never had a great 
match in the Meadowlands 
Arena. He has kept his title but 
has never equalled the brilliance

that he displays almost 
everywhere else. For some 
reason, Backlund’s greatness 
disappears as soon as he enters 
the arena. 

So Backlund sat in the arena 
and gazed over its detail. Whatis 
it that makes him wrestle 


differently? No matter how he 
stared, no matter how he tried to 
come to grips with his problem, 
he couldn't understand what 
was going so horribly wrong.

A reporter watched Backlund 
from afar. There was something 
about the way Backlund sat that 
seemed strange. Suddenly the 
reporter realized what it was. 
Backlund was pulling himself 
inward, almost as if he was 
shrinking. The man’s nerves 
were obviously on edge. He was 
Staring at the arena, but looking 
into himself. 

In all sports, there are athletes 
who can never perform at their 
best in certain places. In tennis, 
Bjorn Borg never does well in 
the U.S. Open. Many baseball 
players fail miserably at a 
certain stadium. There is no 
logical explanation for it. It just 
happens and its victims must 
suffer the consequences. 

It didn’t make Backlund feel 
any better to know others have 
suffered similar jinxes. He didn't 
want company. He wanted to 
beat the jinx. So he sat in that 
seat for hours, hoping to 
discover something that would 
let him conquer this jinx. THe 
reporter watching him couldn't 
help but feel that Bob was the 
loneliest man in the world. 

Blackjack Mulligan arrived in 
the arena about an hour early. 


More powerful than any opponent, there is a jinx that haunts 
Bob Backlund.

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He didn’t see Backlund. He was 
too busy telling reporters and 
anyone else who would listen 
that he would be the WWF 
champion when this evening 
was over. 

“| can beat Backlund 
anywhere,” he boasted, “but | 
won't even break a sweat in this 
arena. | will dominate him from 
the first moment! In this multi- 
million dollar arena, he'll fall to 
his multi-million dollar jinx!” 

That night, the arena was 
electric with anticipation. 
Mulligan strutted into the ring 
like a conqueror about to destroy 
a defenseless city. Backlund’s 
' walk was slow and measured, as 
if he wasn‘tcomfortable with his 
own prowess.

When the match began, 
Mulligan charged out. Bob 
countered well, but some spark 
was missing. Backlund was 
being too careful, trying too 
hard. The controlled reckless- 
ness that makes him champion 
wasn't there. Mulligan realized 
this and took advantage of it. 

Yet, even on a bad night, 
Backlund is an awesome 
athlete. He managed to hold 
Mulligan to a standstill. Black- 
jack took more chances, cheated 
more flagrantly. Still, the 
gargantuan challenger couldn't 
dominate the action. 

The battle’s fury was too great 
to be contained within the ring. 
Both men. spilled out and

HE ATLANTA AIRPORT was 

fairly empty on that 
Wednesday midnight when 
Masked Superstar left for Japan. 
There to see him off was his tag 
team partner, Super Destroyer. 
It was a difficult parting for the 
two men. 

“! feel like I'm deserting you,” 
Masked Superstar said softly. 
“We may have been the best 
team ever. You really don’t mind 
I'm leaving? Hell, | don’t care 
how much money is involved. 
Say the word and | cash in 


my ticket.” 
Don't be a jerk,”’ his partner 
responded, ‘‘the team isn't 


finished. You've got a great 
chance to make big bucks in 
Japan.

will pay money to see and 
there isn’t a snowball’s 
chance in hell that Flair can 
lose. And even if Rich 
manages to win the title, 
Tommy will lose it right 
back the next match. When 
it comes to quickly 
surrendering titles, Rich is 
the one true champion. 

This situation also pleases 
the commissioners. Flair, all 
bark and no bite, is fairly easy 
to control. Rich is their 
favorite toady, a man ready 
to thrust his hand into a fire if 
it would help his career. No 
matter what happens, the 
NWA officials know they’!l be 
able to crack the whip. 

This means that a variety 
of great wrestlers are being 
forced out of title shots. 
Roddy Piper, Super 
Destroyer, and Kabuki are 
only three top wrestlers 
who don’t get one-tenth the 
title shots they deserve. The 


commissioners have 
nightmares that one of 
these men would become 
champion. No one could 
control these independent, 
skilled, proud athletes.

way to protect their titles. | get 
mail very often thatasks me why 
| do not meet these men on their 
own terms. 

| hope that all of my fans will 
understand ‘that when | sink 
down to the level of rule- 
breaking opponents, | become as 
bad as they are. This is why | will 
never compromise myself or my 
principles. A title that is won 
through cheating is not truly 
earned. If | am to become a 
champion, | want to feel as 
though | deserve it and have 
earned it. 

| see these same qualities in 
Sweet Brown Sugar. | firmly 
believe that he too is a man who 
will never compromise his 
principles. This is most 
important, particularly in the 
arena of masked wrestling. This 
is also why | abhor such so- 
called ‘“‘men” as the Spoiler, 
Masked Superstar, or Super 
Destroyer. These men stand in 
complete opposition to all that | 
stand for and have worked for 
over the past years in the ring. 

Though | did defeat Sweet 
Brown Sugar in Tokyo, he came 
over to me and shook my hand 
after the match was over. Thisis 
the highest form of honor a 
sportsman can display. | knewat 
that particular instant that | had 
found the man whocan carry the 
mantle of masked wrestling into 
the future. 

| would like toclose this article 
by first thanking the editors of 
Inside Wrestling for providing 
me with a forum to express my 
opinions. | would also like to 
salute Sweet Brown Sugar.

-wrestler that comes along. Mr. 


Solie is the best in the business, 
and I’m honored to work 
alongside him. He has such a 
discerning eye, he is so brilliant, 
that even though there isn’t 
much to improve on, | can't help 
but get better in both my 
announcing and my wrestling by 
working with him. 

“When you're analyzing 
wrestling as an observer,’ Piper 
continued, “it gives you a 
completely different perspective 
on the sport. It’s a perspective | 
add to my own experience as a 
wrestler, and of course | utilize it 
in my Mid-Atlantic champion- 
ship title defenses.”

Masked Superstar, anyone who 
says I’m double-crossing him is 
a liar. 

“| had nothing ‘to do with 
Masked’ Superstar going to 
Japan except recommending 
that he do it. He’s going to make 
a lot of easy money. While he’s 
away, do you expect me to 
twiddle my thumbs? | wanted to 
wrestle in a tag team and found 
the best partner | could.”’ 

Is Studd better than Masked 
Superstar, he’s asked. 

“Go to hell!” is the angry reply. 

Talking to Studd is equally 
fruitless. He claims masked 
Superstar is one of his best 
friends. He would cut off hisarm 
before betraying that friendship. 
And so on. 

Yet, despite their claims, 
recent developments indicate 
otherwise. Thirty days after 
Masked Superstar left for Japan, 
he and Super Destroyer were 
stripped of the Georgia National 
tag team titles for failure to 
defend the title. A tournament 
was held to name new 
champions and the winners 
were none other than Super 
Destroyer and John Studd.
